Keith  Lockhart  became  the  20th  conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1 995,  adding  his 
artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition  established 
by  his  predecessors,  John  Williams  and 
Arthur  Fiedler.  During  his  16-year  tenure, 
he  has  conducted  more  than  1,300  Boston 
Pops  concerts  and  introduced  the  innovative 
JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series,  featuring 
prominent  jazz  and  indie  artists  performing 
with  the  Pops. 

Audiences  worldwide  love  Keith  Lockhart’s 
inimitable  style,  expressed  not  only  through 
his  consummate  music-making,  but  also  by 
his  unique  ability  to  speak  directly  to  the 
audience  about  the  music  to  which  he  feels 
so  passionately  committed.  He  and  the  Boston 
Pops  have  released  four  self-produced 
recordings  — “Sleigh  Ride,”  “America,” 
“Oscar  &Tony,”  and  “The  Red  Sox  Album.” 
Lockhart  has  made  70  television  shows  with 
the  Boston  Pops,  including  a 2009  concert 
featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris  Botti.and 
special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer  and  Steven 
Tyler.

and  Korea.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  the  national  anthem  for  numerous 
major  sports  events. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Keith  Lockhart 
began  his  musical  studies  at  the  age  of  7 with 
piano  lessons.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie- 
Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  and  has 
previously  served  as  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati 
Pops  orchestras.  In  addition  to  guest 
conducting  appearances  in  the  United  States 
and  abroad,  he  holds  the  titles  of  principal 
conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra, 
artistic  director  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center 
Summer  Institute  in  North  Carolina  and 
music  director  emeritus  of  the  Utah 
Symphony.  As  music  director  of  that  orchestra 
from  1998  to  2009,  Lockhart  conducted 
performances  at  the  2002  Olympic  Games.

His 
additional  television  credits  include  a role  as  Chris  Woods,  the 
stay-at-home  father  on  the  comedy  “Daddio”  and  a starring  role 
as  Curly  in  the  television  movie  “The  Three  Stooges,”  which 
was  executive  produced  by  Mel  Gibson.  Chiklis  guest  starred  in 
several  popular  series,  including  “Miami  Vice,”  “L.A.  Law,”  “Murphy 
Brown,”  and  “Seinfeld.”

An  international  superstar  whose  career  has  spanned  over 
40  years,  Lionel  Richie  is  a music  legend  whose  recorded 
legacy  includes  timeless  classic  hits  and  multi-platinum  best- 
selling albums.  His  many  career  accomplishments  include  five 
Grammy  Awards,  an  Academy  Award,  I I American  Music 
Awards,  five  People’s  Choice  Awards  and  a “World  Music 
Lifetime  Achievement  Award,”  as  well  as  a much-deserved 
Star  on  the  Hollywood  Walk  Of  Fame. 

The  co-founder  of  The  Commodores  at  Alabama’s  Tuskegee 
Institute  in  1967,  Lionel  experienced  his  first  taste  of  success 
after  the  group  signed  to  Motown  Records  in  1971,  becoming 
one  of  the  most  popular  U.S.  funk  bands  with  “Machine  Gun” 
and  “Brick  House”  before  creating  a slew  of  future  slow-jam 
Richie-penned  classics  with  “Easy,”  “Three  Times  a Lady”  and 
“Sail  On.” 

Richie  began  working  outside  The  Commodores  in  1980, 
after  Kenny  Rogers’  hit  version  of  “Lady”  led  to  him  producing 
the  singer’s  1981  album  “Share  Your  Love.”  “Endless  Love,”  his 
1981  chart-topping  duet  with  Diana  Ross  (covered  in  1994 
by  Luther  Vandross  and  Mariah  Carey),  was  Motown’s  most 
successful  single  and  further  fueled  Richie’s  solo  ambitions.  In 
1982,  the  release  of  his  self-titled  solo  quadruple-platinum 
Motown  debut  set  Lionel  on  a record-breaking  pathway  to 
global  superstardom:  1 983’s  I O-million-selling  album  “Can’t 
Slow  Down,”  which  won  a Grammy  for  Album  of  the  Year, 
was  followed  by  I986’s  massively  successful  “Dancing  on 
the  Ceiling.” 

After  a period  of  reflection  and  personal  growth,  Lionel 
returned  in  I 992  with  “Back  to  Front,”  followed  by  1 996’s 
“Louder  Than  Words,”  1 998’s  “Time,”  200 1’s  “Renaissance,” 
2003’s  Encore,  the  aptly  titled  “The  Definitive  Collection,”  a 
worldwide  multimillion-selling  retrospective,  and  2004’s  “Just 
For  You.”  With  the  release  of  2006’s  “Coming  Home,”  which 
included  production  work  by  Jermaine  Dupri,  Raphael  Saadiq, 
Dallas  Austin  and  Sean  Garrett,  among  others,  Lionel  demonstrated 
his  ability  to  be  a bridge  between  the  classic  soul  and  pop 
sound  of  the  ‘70s  and  ‘80s  and  today’s  vibrant  music  scene. 

His  latest  release,  “Just  Go,”  finds  Richie  working  with  some 
of  today’s  hottest  hit  makers, Tricky  Stewart  &The  Dream, 
Stargate,  Akon  (a  hitmaker  in  his  own  right)  and  famed 
Grammy-winning  producer  David  Foster,  for  an  album  with 
decided  musical  twist  brimming  with  universal,  global  appeal 


and  a timeless  collection  of  contemporary  material.  The  album 
continues  Lionel’s  contemporary  odyssey  with  cuts  like  “I’m 
Not  Okay”  (produced  by  Tricky  & Dream)  which  Lionel  says 
“I  love  because  it  starts  out  slowly  and  by  the  end  of  the  track, 
it’s  pulsing  along  and  it’s  like,  ‘hang  on  to  your  seats’!”  With 
“Just  Go,”  Lionel  Richie  demonstrates  his  unparalleled  ability 
to  remain  a constant  musical  presence  of  the  first  order. 

Conscious  that  throughout  his  career  he’s  been  willing  to 
step  out  creatively,  Lionel  states,  “I  remember  when  The 
Commodores  were  doing  so  well  with  funky  tracks  like  “Brick 
House”  and  we  switched  up  and  did  ballads  like  “Easy”  and 
“Three  Times  a Lady.”  Everyone  was,  like, ‘you’re  about  to  mess 
up  your  core  audience.’  When  I went  solo  and  came  out  with 
“All  Night  Long”  after  the  ballad  “Truly!”  I never  forget  that  my 
international  core  audience  is  there  but  I see  “Just  Go”  as  the 
new  “All  Night  Long”  or  “Forever  and  a Day”  as  the 
new  “Endless  Love.”  I think  they  understand  that  I have  to 
keep  moving  musically,  and  with  each  new  record  I’m  taking 
them  on  a journey.”

The  F- 1 5 
has  electronic  systems  and  weaponry  to  detect,  acquire,  track  and 
attack  enemy  aircraft  while  operating  in  friendly  or  enemy-controlled 
airspace.  The  weapons  and  flight  control  systems  are  designed  so 
one  person  can  safely  and  effectively  perform  air-to-air  combat. 

The  Massachusetts  Air  Guard  has  been  on  alert  24/7/365  for 
more  than  50  years,  and  is  ready  to  respond  in  minutes  to  any 
airborne  threat. 


This  year  we  have  multiple  branches  of  the  military  joining  us  as 
the  honor  guard.  The  joint  forces  honor  guard  includes  members 
from  the  U.S.  Army,  U.S.  Marine  Corps,  U.S.  Navy,  U.S.  Air  Force  and 
U.S.  Coast  Guard  who  will  all  be  participating  during  the  “Star  Spangled 
Banner.”

PYROTECHNIC  DESIGN:  Long 
before  the  winter  of  201  I relented,  and 
when  the  Esplanade  was  covered  with 
towering  piles  of  snow,  the  producers  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 
and  California-based  fireworks  company, 
Pyro  Spectaculars,  were  hard  at  work 
creating  and  choreographing  a new  fireworks 
display  for  a new  Fourth  of  July  crowd. 

Pyrotechnic  designer  Eric  Tucker,  along 
with  pyrotechnics  music  supervisor  Don 
Dorsey  and  producers  for  the  Boston 
Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular,  came  together 
to  discuss  the  essence  of  this  year’s  Fourth 
of  July  event,  and  endeavor  to  develop  a 
musical  score  this  year  that  celebrates 
our  country,  our  families  and  the  unique 
American  tradition  of  Fourth  of  July  fun. 

Several  versions  of  the  musical  score 
were  shared  and  then  changed  until  a final 
fireworks  musical  score  was  completed. 
Then  Eric  Tucker  went  to  work  blueprinting 
and  scripting  out  the  firework  sequence 
as  a delicate  marriage  of  music  and  light. 
Over  1 5,000  separate  pyrotechnic  effects 
are  perfectly  synchronized  to  a computer 


along  with  the  musical  score.  On  the  night 
of  July  4th,  the  skies  over  the  Charles 
River  are  lit  up  with  a stunning  exhibition 
of  color  and  breathtaking  pageantry. 

Now  in  his  ninth  year  as  the  pyrotechnic 
designer  of  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular,  Eric  Tucker  has  made 
pyrotechnics  the  focus  of  his  career  for 
more  than  25  years.  Tucker  has  many 
outstanding  credits,  including  multiple 
award-winning  shows,  and  his  pyrotechnic 
performances  have  thrilled  the  audiences 
of  Super  Bowls,  Olympic  Festivals  and 
Disney  theme  parks  worldwide. 

Pyro  Spectaculars  travels  the  world  to 
find  and  develop  new  effects  for  Boston.

OVAL  AREA  This  is  the  restricted  area  located  between  the 
concession  area  and  the  Hatch  Shell  Stage. Tarps  and  blankets  are 
restricted  to  an  8’  x 10’  size  and  chairs  must  be  foldable  or  beach  style. 
Pop-up  tents  are  allowed  during  the  day  but  must  come  down  at  6 p.m. 
Spectators  entering  the  Oval  will  be  required  to  pass  through  one 
of  the  bag  check/screening  entrances.  During  the  screening  process, 
alcoholic  beverages,  glass  containers,  tarps  larger  than  8’  x 10’  and 
sharp  objects  will  not  be  allowed  and  will  be  confiscated.  Everyone 
admitted  into  the  Oval  will  receive  a wristband  that  must  be  worn  at 
all  times  during  the  event  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the  secured  area. 

When  the  Oval  area  is  full,  usually  by  2 p.m.  on  July  4th,  NO  additional 
wristbands  will  be  distributed.  If  you  lose  your  wristband  you  will 
be  admitted  only  if  there  are  additional  wristbands  available.  Due  to 
crowds  and  public  safety  concerns,  please  be  sure  to  be  inside  the 
Oval  no  later  than  6 p.m.  on  July  4th  as  you  may  not  be  able  to 
be  readmitted  even  with  a wristband.  Access  in  and  out  of  this  area 
cannot  be  guaranteed  after  this  time  on  the  4th. 

ESPLANADE  LAGOON  BRIDGES  The  Esplanade  has  five 
footbridges  over  its  lagoon.  The  Mt. Vernon  footbridge  closest  to  the 
Hatch  Shell  will  be  closed  all  day  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th.  On  July  4th 
the  Berkeley  and  Clarendon  Street  bridges  will  close  at  8 p.m.  or 
sooner  if  necessary.  The  Exeter  and  Fairfield  footbridges  will  remain 
open  at  all  times  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th. 

FOOD  There  are  food  vendors  located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge. 

All  vendors  are  permitted  by,  and  come  under  the  supervision  of,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR). 

RECYCLING  We  encourage  spectators  to  recycle.  Recycling  bins 
will  be  located  next  to  trash  receptacles  scattered  throughout  the 
Esplanade  on  July  3rd  and  4th. 

RESTROOMS  There  are  over  350  portable  restrooms  located  in 
Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicapped-accessible  restrooms  are  at  all 
restroom  locations. 

HANDICAP  SERVICES  Handicapped  areas  are  located  in  Boston 
and  in  Cambridge  and  are  filled  on  a “first-come,  first-served”  basis. 

On  the  Boston  side  a shuttle,  which  is  offered  on  July  4th  only,  will 
be  provided  from  the  designated  parking  location  at  Mass  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary.  To  enter  the  lot,  a handicapped  placard  is  required.  The 
shuttle  will  run  through  6 p.m.,  or  until  the  area  is  full,  and  will  return  all 
spectators  to  the  lot  at  the  end  of  the  concert.  Once  the  handicapped 
area  is  filled,  no  additional  spectators  will  be  admitted.  Wheelchair- 
accessible  restrooms  are  available.  On  the  Cambridge  side,  there  is  a 
reserved  handicapped  section  along  a section  of  the  Cambridge  Parkway 
on  the  night  of  July  4th.  After  5 p.m.,  vehicles  with  handicapped  parking 
placards  will  proceed  through  the  security  checkpoint  at  Land  Boulevard 
and  Binney  Street. 

MEDICAL  Over  100  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel  are 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  As  a precautionary  measure  against 
extreme  heat,  Boston  EMS  will  operate  mist  tents  and  the  DCR 
will  operate  water  sprays  on  Storrow  Drive.  In  Boston,  sunscreen 
dispensers  will  be  available  holding  SPF  30.  Please  protect  yourself. 


PUBLIC  SAFETY  For  your  safety,  24  federal,  state  and  city 
agencies  are  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified  Command  Center. 

These  agencies  maintain  a presence  throughout  the  event  in  Boston, 
Cambridge  and  on  the  Charles  River.The  state-owned  Esplanade, 

Hatch  Shell  and  parkways  are  under  the  supervision  and  command  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

REMEMBER  “IF  YOU  SEE  SOMETHING, 

SAY  SOMETHING™”  In  July  20 10,  the  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  (DHS)  launched  this  national  public  awareness  campaign. 

The  program  is  a simple  and  effective  way  to  raise  public  awareness 
and  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  reporting  suspicious  activity  to 
the  proper  state  and  local  law  enforcement  authorities.  If  you  see 
something  suspicious  at  all,  please  say  something  by  reporting  it  to 
one  of  the  many  uniformed  personnel  (police,  fire  or  military)  onsite 
on  July  3rd  and  July  4th  or  call  911.  Please  note  that  all  sound  towers 
are  numbered  and  can  easily  identify  your  location. 

BOATING  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons  and  will 
not  be  able  to  anchor  within  1 00  feet  of  shore.  There  will  be  a safety 
zone  around  the  fireworks  barges  and  boats  may  not  anchor  or  transit 
through  this  safety  zone  from  July  I st— July  5th.  A transit  channel  will 
be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  sides  of  the  river  until  9 p.m. 
on  July  4th.  At  that  time,  no  boats  will  be  allowed  to  transit  past  the 
barges  until  I 1:30  p.m.  After  the  fireworks,  the  Craigie  Drawbridge 
by  the  Museum  of  Science  will  not  open  for  boat  traffic  until  July  5th 
at  I a.m.  Smaller  vessels  may  exit  after  the  event;  those  over  1 2 feet 
in  height  must  stay  west  of  the  Longfellow  Bridge  until  the  Craigie 
Drawbridge  opens  at  I a.m. 

WEATHER  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors  weather. 

There  is  no  rain  date  for  the  concert.  If  the  fireworks  are  cancelled 
they  will  be  fired  off  from  the  barge  July  5th  at  9:30  p.m.,  or  the  next 
night  weather  permits  at  9:30  p.m.  The  weather  forecast  will  be 
announced  periodically  over  the  event’s  public  address  system. 

PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  For  MBTA  information,  call 
6 1 7-222-3200  or  visit  www.mbta.com.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two 
closest  T stations  are:  Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  Line  and  Arlington 
Street  for  the  Green  Line.  On  the  Cambridge  side,  Kendall  and  Central 
Square  stations  on  the  Red  Line  are  the  closest.  On  July  4th  after 
10:30  p.m.,  all  MBTA  buses  and  trains  will  be  free  to  the  public. 

SOUND  SYSTEM  &VIDEO  SCREENS  There  are  20  sound 
towers  in  Boston  and  Cambridge. The  sound  system  is  operational  in 
Boston  from  noon  to  I I p.m.  on  July  4th.  Public  service  announcements 
and  recorded  music  are  broadcast  throughout  the  day.  The  sound  in 
Cambridge  is  operational  from  6 p.m.  until  I I p.m.  On  the  Boston 
side,  there  are  two  large  video  screens  on  each  side  of  the  Hatch  Shell 
stage,  and  there  will  also  be  video  screens  spread  throughout  the 
Esplanade  that  will  carry  the  concert. 

TV  AND  RADIO  BROADCAST  “The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular”  can  be  seen  locally  on  July  4th  on  WBZ-TV  from  8 p.m. 
to  I I p.m.  The  nation  joins  the  telecast  at  1 0 p.m.  on  the  CBS 
Television  Network.  The  concert  and  fireworks  score  are  simulcast 
onWBZ  News  Radio  1030  and  All  Classical  99.5.

Alan  Collier  worked  on  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  for  seven  years,  managing  and 
coordinating  the  famous  confetti  drop  during  the  concert’s  patriotic  standard, “The  Stars  and 
Stripes  Forever.”  He  and  his  wife,  Maureen,  founded  and  operated  their  company,  Boston  Balloon 
Events/The  Confetti  Company,  and  were  fixtures  around  many  of  Boston’s  best-known  events. 
Hailing  originally  from  England,  Alan  found  his  home  in  Boston  helping  make  dozens  of  Boston 
celebrations  more  memorable  for  the  city. 


MAJOR  MARK  S.  FITZGERALD 

Major  Mark  S.  Fitzgerald,  United  States  Army,  42,  of  Seabrook,  N.H.,  passed  away  suddenly  on 
February  12,201  I.  He  proudly  served  with  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Battery,  I -10 1st  Field 
Artillery  Regiment,  who  shoot  off  the  cannons  every  year  during  the  “1812  Overture,”  and  is  one 
of  the  three  oldest  regiments  in  the  U.S.Army.  In  his  20  years  of  military  service,  Major  Fitzgerald 
twice  deployed  in  support  of  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  and  Operation  Enduring  Freedom.  On  his 
most  recent  deployment,  he  served  as  a Police  Mentor  for  the  Kabul  City  Police  Command,  helping 
the  Afghans  to  develop  policies  and  procedures  to  reduce  corruption  and  improve  security  to 
the  Afghan  people.

Boston  4 Productions  is  responsible  for  all  phases 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular,  known  as 
America’s  premier  Independence  Day  Celebration. 

The  event  was  founded  in  1973  when  David  Mugar  suggested 
to  famed  Boston  Pops  Conductor  Arthur  Fiedler  that  in 
order  to  revive  the  diminishing  Esplanade  concert  series,  it 
might  be  a good  idea  to  play  Tchaikovsky’s  “ 1 8 1 2 Overture” 
with  a few  added  extras.  In  1 974,  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
howitzer  cannons,  fireworks  and  church  bells  were  added  to 
the  concert  so  that,  in  Fiedler’s  own  words, “All  hell  could 
break  loose.”  And,  for  the  first  time,  a July  4th  fireworks 
display  took  place  over  the  Charles  River. 

Today,  in  its  38th  year,  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 
has  more  than  500,000  visitors  from  New  England  and 
around  the  globe.  Another  7 million  tune  in  nationally  on  the 
CBS  Television  Network  to  view  the  event  live  during  a one- 
hour  primetime  special. While  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular  is  the  cornerstone  of  the  organization,  Boston  4 
Productions  is  involved  in  other  well-known  Boston  events, 
including  the  annual  Boston’s  Family  Fireworks  on  New  Year’s 
Eve  on  Boston  Common  at  7 p.m.
